Carl Pollock Committed Suicide 
By Hanging. 


BODY IS BRÜUOHT HERE. 


Th e In termen t To o k Place in th e 
Jewish Cemetery So u th o f th e 
City Th is Attern o o n . 


Carl Pollock was found at Clin­ 
ton 
yesterday, 
hanging by the 
neck in the vacant store room of 
his brother, Joseph Pollock, the 
former well-known clothing mer­ 
chant there. 
The remains were brought to Se­ 
dalia this morning and the funeral 
took place this afternoon, the inter­ 
ment being in the Jewish cemetery 
south of the city. 
The Clinton Democrat of last 
evening says : 
Since the closing of the store 
some months ago Mr. Pollock has 
roomed in the building. 
He has 
taken 
his meals at the Sellers 
restaurant, and when he failed to 
appear at neither breakfast nor 
dinner, Mr. Sellers shortly after 
the noon hour went to the store 
building and looked in to see if he 
was there. 
J. T. Ruftin, whose shoe store is 
next door, also carries a key, and 
Mr. Sellers got him to unlock the 
store room. 
As they approached 
the rear end they saw Mr, Pol­ 
lock’s lifeless form hanging to the 
banisters of a stairway which leads 
to the second story. 
Under this 
stairway a table was rigged up as 
a bunk and on it was a mattress 
and some articles of clothing. 
The dead man was hanging so 
low that his knees were bent under 
him. 
His arms were extended and 
his hands rested on the cot on 
either side. 
He had evidently tied 
the slip knot around his neck 
while standing and then bent his 
kcees and strangled himself delib­ 
erately to death. 
The body was cut down by 
Sheriff Ike Adair, who arrived a 
few moments afterwards, and con­ 
veyed 
to Kitchen’s undertaking 
rooms. 
Pollock was last seen alive by 
some colored men shortly after 7 
o’clock Tuesday morning. 
He was 
at that time sitting in the front 
end of the store and reading a 
book. 
The deceased was a bachelor and 
was 52 years of age. 
He has of 
late been subject to fits of de­ 
spondency.
